40 pounds raised for roads, 5 
pounds raised for schools. 


Town of Rockport separated from Town of Cam- 
den in 1891. Same town boundaries from 1891 to 
- date. 


Name of Camden given to early settlement either 
in honor of Charles Pratt, Earl of Camden, a friend 
of the colonies, or from town of Camden, England, 
native place of the Metcalf family who were among 
the early settlers.

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NOTICE TO TAX PAYERS 
Sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
_by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring into them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he of- 
fers such list with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

This is to certify that we have audited the ac- 
counts of your Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town 
Manager for the year ending February 15, 1937, 
which to the best of our knowledge and belief have 
been correctly kept. 

We submit herewith a comparative balance sheet, 
reports of the Treasurer and the Tax Collector, 
Summary of Accounts, Proof of Net Debt, Cemetery 
Trust Funds, Bond Account and Accounts Receiv- 
able. In the Cemetery Trust account we find $5,000 
of National Bondholders Corporation Central Fund- 
ing Series B Participation Certificates on which the 
interest has been defaulted. We understand these 
bonds were purchased with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen and the cashier of the Camden 
National Bank. At the present time the town has 
received $1,500.00 from the Bondholders Protect- 
ive Committee which leaves $3,500.00 still due. The 
market value on the remaining $3,500.00 as of to- 
‘day is $1,825.00. We feel there will be very little 
loss, if any, on these bonds. 

We wish to thank the town officials for their kind 
cooperation during the audit.

CAMDEN HILLS PROJECT 


From November, 1935, to August 1, 1936, under 
Resettlement Administration, with a C. C. C. camp in 
Camden, and with a W. P. A. labor camp in Lincoln- 
ville. 


Work accomplished in Camden by the C. C. C. 
organization has been, for the most part, improving 
their own quarters by landscaping, water supply and 
sewerage minimizing the fire hazard by trimming 
slash on about 1,000 acres of Park property, 10 miles 
of hiking trails built and 214 miles of ski trails laid 
out, and the development of the “Day Use Area’’ 
between the State Highway and the shore on the 
Heublein estate. Plans have already been approved 
for the development of an Auto Trailer Camp on the 
‘‘tableland,”’ to be started early in 1937. 
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Most of the work accomplished by W. P. A. has 
been in the town of Lincolnville. 

On August 1, 19386, National Park Service re- 
placed Resettlement Administration in the manage- 
ment of the Camden Hills project. 

Since August a considerable amount of money has 
been expended locally for supplies. ) 

At present 46 Camden men are employed on this 
project, and 16 non--resident men and women have 
either moved their families to Camden or are paying 
board in this town. 

Of the 29 owners of property under option by the 
Government, 13 have already received their checks, 
5 more transactions will. be completed in the next few 
' weeks, and the 11 remaining options will be paid for 
as soon as the titles can be cleared. 


IMPROVEMENT OF ROADS AND BRIDGES 
1932 to 1937 
Highway Route No. 1 


3.1 miles surface treated gravel rebuilt with 
bituminous macadam by State Highway Commission 
in 1933 and 1934. 


Highway Route No. 137 


One mile of new gravel construction completed the 
Turnpike to the Lincolnville line in 1932 and 19388 
and surface treated with tar by the state in 1953. 
800 feet of concrete was built on Mechanic Street in 
1988. Additional regraveling and tar surface each 
year completed Route 137 to the Rockport line in 
1935. 
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Highway Route No. 205 


Improvements made in 1933 and 1934 from town 
funds graveling and applying tar a distance of 0.6 
miles, from end of concrete, together with 1.5 miles 
of gravel road rebuilt by State from Government 
funds in 1935 and 1936, and 1.2 miles of tar surface 
applied in 1936 from State Aid funds, completed this 
highway to Mansfield Four Corners. 


Hosmer Pond Road 


2.0 miles were constructed in 1934 and 1935 from 
State Aid funds, and the tar surface was completed 
to west end of pond in 1936. 


Melvin Heights Road 


1.3 miles built in 1932 and 1934 from Third Class 
funds, and completely surfaced with tar in 1935. 


Roads at Megunticook Lake 


0.2 miles built in 1932 and 0.7 miles surface 
treated in 1933 completed road from Route No. 137 
to Fish Hatcery. 1.7 miles built in 1934 and 1935 
and tar surfaced in 1936 completed the loop around 
the Start and Megunticook Lake Road to the Fish 
Hatchery. 


Village Streets 


2.3 miles of village streets have been constructed, 
and 3.1 miles have been improved by sufficient 
graveling for tar surface treatment during the past 
five years. At the present time 75% of the village 
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streets are either concrete, macadam or tar treated 
gravel and 54% of the mileage of out of town roads 
are surfaced with tar. 


Bridges 


Three concrete bridges, over'Megunticook River 
at Washington Street, Knowlton Street and Rawson 
Avenue, have been built within the past four years 
at a cost of nearly $40,000. The State Highway 
Commission has rebuilt the bridges on Route No. 1. 
Battie Bridge has also been rebuilt, timber construc- 
tion. Over $7,500 has been expended within this 
period for corrugated metal culverts.

Report of Health Officer 


The general health of our community insofar as 
contagious and infectious diseases are concerned, as 
reportetd to me, is extremely good as compared: with 
many other towns. 

The incidence of contagious diseases as reported to 
me for the past year is as follows:

Reporting by parents and householders has been 
practically. nil, making our knowledge of the fre- 
quency of the more mild contagious very inaccurate. 
This should be corrected. 


A moderate number of nuisances have been 
abated with no serious trouble with any one, most 
people being very co-operative when the matter was 
understood. | 

- There are some old fashioned toilets and out- 
houses in the village that should be eliminated, but 
until a town ordinance covering this situation, is 
formed, nothing but enforcing cleanliness can be 
done. 

, The inspection of stores and restaurants has been 
quietly done, mostly without the knowledge of the 
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owners and proprietors. There is a generally high 
degree of care taken of all perishable foods and such 
things as needed protection from flies and dust. 

The late influenza epidemic has been the worst 
affliction we have had this year, but even at that 
we have been more fortunate in the severity and fa- 
talities than some of the surrounding communities. 


The barber shops and beauty parlors seem to 
understand their duties with reference to the pro- 
tection of customers and try to abide by the letter 
and spirit of the laws. 

Our water supply remains good, the company hav- 
ing used all means to keep a clean, healthy supply 
available. | 

The occasional fishy taste that we get at certain 
times of the year is due to a minute vegetable growth 
called ‘‘algae’”’ that are harmless though of course 
not agreeable. 


One thing more I would like to emphasize is that 
our people are extremely lax in taking advantage of 
the protection that may be had against small pox 
and diphtheria as well as other diseases. 

Every year free vaccination is authorized and of- 
fered but for the last five or more years only some 
two to ten children per year have had this applied. 
There are in this town hundreds of children ripe for 
small pox should a case appear. THINK IT OVER. 


We have also been very fortunate in our incidence 
of diphtheria having had few cases during the last 
few years. The treatment is generally satisfactory, 
but in the more severe cases it is always a case of 
“life or death.” So no one in this day should take 
any chance of contracting the disease. The protec- 
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tive innoculations are now simple and safe and give 
practically a lifetime safety in a very large percent 


of all children. 
So why take any chance?

A baby conference was organized in February for 
babies and pre-school children. These conferences 
have been held at the American Legion Hall on the 
third Friday of each month but is now being held 
on the third Tuesday at the Congregational Parish 
House from 2 until 4 P. M. The doctors have been 
kind enough to give us a few minutes away from 
their offices to give a talk which is of interest to 
mothers of young children.

Report of Fire Department 


The Reo truck that was bought in the Spring of 
1921 for $5,000 and has done about all of the work 
in still alarms and telephone calls since that time, is 
now practically out of service. The frame is broken 
on both sides and temporarily trussed up; the pump 
is completely worn out; the tires have been on the 
truck for ten years; the front axle and bushings are 
all worn out the front wheels are beyond repair; the 
hose body is rotting and falling apart; we are using 
the second motor and the third radiator. Wedo not 
consider this a safe machine to have on the road, as 
it endangers the life and property of others. 

We try to keep the. personnel of the department 
to a very high standard, thus far, I think. we have 
been successful. 


The much discussed drills we hold twice a month 
in the summer are doing much-to keep the efficiency 
of the department at a high standard. The men are 
taught to do things the most modern and most eco- 
nomical way, as in everything fire extinguishing 
methods are advancing by leaps and bounds, and we 
are trying to keep up with the times. The work that 
is being done by our Volunteer Police seems to be a 
hardship to some, but it is a great help to the de- 
partment as it gives the firemen a chance to move 
around at the fire without first moving a lot of people 
and automobiles, and I think their work should be 
praised.

Report of Town Manager 


In following the recommendations made by the 
committee for standardization of Maine Town Re- 
ports, it has been necessary to make some changes 
in reporting appropriation accounts, and in the ar- 
rangement of statements and reports. 


The principal changes in our report are as fol- 
lows: the State Auditor’s report covers the report 
of Tax Collector and Treasurer, and their Summary 
of Accounts is printed in full; appropriation ac- 
counts in general explain from what money is re- 
ceived and paid, instead of from whom received 
and to whom paid; the index on the last page will 
be of assistance. 


For the benefit of those interested in to whom 
town money is paid, the former method of report- 
ing expenditures printed in the March 4 issue of the 
Camden Herald, or may be seen at the Selectmen’s 
Office. , 
~ From the financial statements it will be noted the 
Town is in a sound: condition, even though there is a 
large amount of uncollected taxes which resulted 
in not paying the State Tax in full for 1936; a cash 
balance that will safely care for current expenses 
until new appropriations are made, and a substan- 
tial net unexpended balance to reduce the net Town 
Debt. 

The overdrawn accounts can be explained: satis- 
factorily. The Incidental Account has _ suffered 
severely the past few years on account of reduction 
from the Bank Stock Tax from the State of Maine.

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Five or six years ago the amount was more than 
$2,500.00. In 1935 the amount was $1,294:41, and 
this past year we received only $761.15. It proba- 
bly is necessary to make an appropriation from town 
money to make up for this reduction from the state. 

The road appropriations show an overdraft prin- 
cipally on account of constant freezing and thawing 
from early in the fall to date, causing constant re- 
pairs on the highways; and from the fact that it 
was necessary to expend town money to tar ‘the 
Hope Road and to match funds with W. P. A. labor 
on Molineaux Road. The lack of snow has helped to 
compensate for these overdrafts. 


The cause for overdraft in Poor Account is that 
the Old Age Pensions were not received as early as 
anticipated. It was assumed that these pensions 
would start in early summer instead of late fall, and 
in some cases they have not yet been received. 


It might be interesting to show a comparison of 
charity account expenditures covering a period of 
seven years along with uncollected taxes for the 
same period, as both accounts seem to be more or 
less constant prior to the beginning of the so-called 
“depression” and have mounted by leaps and 
bounds since that time. The year 1935 we hope 
was the peak and that next year and the years to 
follow will show a decline.

A statement has. been inserted in the report cov- 
ering a five-year period of improvement to the roads 
and bridges, which has been done without addition- 
al appropriations, a pay as you go ieldgatesnv leas that 
speaks for itself. — 

Three sheets of Assessors’ Plans were completed 
this year, a total of. four to date. Cuts have been 
made and inserted in the report which will preserve 
a permanent record of ownership as of 1936. If 
any errors or omissions are found, it will be appre- 
ciated if reported to the Selectmen’s office. 

A survey has been made for the new cemetery, 
and plans are being made which will soon be sub- 
mitted to the Cemetery Association. About 900 
yards of sand and gravel has been taken from the 
pit at the back end of this lot, which was used on 
sidewalks, sanding streets, tar mixture and by the 
state patrolman on State Aid Roads. 

Considerable progress has been made in cleaning 
up the water front property, which is appreciated 
by all citizens, from the standpoint of appearance 
and from the amount of employment furnished 
during the winter months. | |

This is my fourteenth annual report as superin- 
tendent of Camden schools and the forty-sixth in the 
series of superintendent’s reports. 

We have been able to keep within the appropria- 
tions with the one exception of repairs and in this 
account there seemed to be no other wise way. 

Our income for next year in the School Fund ac- 
count will fall off more than $300 due to a less num- 
ber of tuition scholars in the high school and we are 
asking for an appropriation of $130.00 less in this 
account. 

We have made a change in the high school pro- 
gram to meet the requirements of the State Depart- 
ment of Education and this necessitated a two-ses- 
sion day. We are now on a rotating schedule of five 
one hour periods each day and a seven period pro- 
gram. I believe that this is a step forward in many 
ways. 

The Household Arts teacher has arranged to 
serve one hot dish at noon for those who remain 
during the noon hour and we have done away with 
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serving “hot dogs’? and candy. This lunch is served 
at a nominal cost. 


There are several recommendations that I wish to 
make for improving our school program. There is 
a need for a special teacher for boys and girls who 
do not fit into our regular class programs. I do not 
believe in retarding pupils. Children, like adults, 
differ in intellectual capacity, in the mental, physi- 
cal and emotional habits that make up personality 
and we should not expect uniform progress. It 
doesn’t seem to me that there is any sound reason 
for subjecting any child to the humiliation of school 
“failure.’”’ The fault is with the ‘“‘system’’, that we 
have a standard for all children regardless of their 
differing abilities. Some of these children would be 
able to get through Visual Education what they are 
unable to get in a book. A projector for use in 


Visual Education would be a great improvement in 


our teaching program. 


There is a need for a Physical Education teacher 
in Camden. One of the greatest problems we as 
citizens today must meet is the problem of leisure 
time. It appears that this will be an ever increas- 
ing problem and our responsibility is to see that the 
leisure time of America shall be an asset rather than 
a liability. We should look upon the play period in 
child life not as a pasttime but as a definite develop- 
ing period to be carried over into adult life. I be- 
lieve that there is no better opportunity for teach- 
ing the fundamentals of right conduct than in the 
child’s play period whether on the ball field; the 
playground or the back yard. A physical education 
teacher is trained not only to develop the muscles 
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of the physical body, but to develop in the minds of 
boys and girls a right spirit for fair play and right 
conduct which will carry over into all school pro- 
grams and also into adult life, a character building 
program which means better citizenship. 

I am grateful to all who have helped in any way 
to make our schools better.
